Group I, claims 1-7, 12-13, 15, 38, 41, 42, 43, drawn to a damping structure 
having an elastic means exerting elastic pressure on a rigid plate to constrain an 
aggregate. 

Group II, claims 8-11, 14, 16-25, 33-36, drawn to a damping structure having a 
partially pierced internal partition arranged inside an internal cavity. 

Group III, claims 26-32, 37, 39, drawn to a damping structure having a rigid 
means for closing off the internal cavity. 

Group IV, claim 40 drawn to a suspension system in a rotary wing aircraft having 
a damping structure. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: groups l-IV do not 
have a common special technical feature. Group I has the special technical feature of 
an elastic means, which is not found in any of the other groups. Group II has the 
special technical feature of an internal partition, which is not found in any of the other 
groups. Groups III and IV have common features with the other groups, i.e. aggregate 
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and rigid plate, but since these are old and well known features (see references cited by 
applicant), they cannot constitute a special technical feature. Thus, Groups III and IV do 
not have a common special technical feature with any of the other groups.
